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With the possibility of a state-
wide teachers’ strike looming,
many military parents are looking
into child day care options for
children who would be affected by
the pending teacher’s strike set to
begin on April 5.

Welfare and Recreation (MWR)
Child Development Homes, Pearl
Harbor have teamed up with
Kama`aina Kids, one of Hawaii’s
leading child care providers for
school-age children to offer a
Strike Care Plan option to fami-
lies. 

The Strike Care Plan option will
offer quality care programs that

meet state licensing standards
and staff to student ratios of 1:20.
A daycare program, hosted by
Kama`aina Kids will be available
at the Catlin Community Center
for up to 100 children, at MWR’s
Oasis Center on Ford Island for
up to 70 children and at Barbers
Point Youth Center for up to 30
children - based on staffing.
Programs will be conducted by

trained and qualified staff, expe-
rienced childcare professionals
who have fulfilled the
Department of Education’s re-
quirements (finger printing, back-
ground checks, First Aid, CPR).

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New equipment, training helps save Sailor
Saving a life is not something the

average person is trained to do on
a daily basis, but for Hospital
Corpsman 3rd Class Ryan Brink,
HM3 Brandon Smith and HM2
Donnie Schrader it is. 

The three Sailors are Navy hos-
pital corpsmen whose training paid
off recently.  The Sailors used their
training earlier this month on a rel-
atively new portable life-saving de-

vice to save the life of one of their
shipmates.

“Automated External
Defibrillators (AEDs) basically in-
corporate a rhythm analysis sys-
tem with adhesive pads and con-
necting cables attached to the vic-
tim to record the heart rhythm and
then deliver an electric shock on
ventricular fibrillation or ventricu-
lar tachycardia.  

“But the machine will shock on
only one of the two rhythms” said
Dennis Yurong, Assistant FFD

Chief.
AEDs have been shown to dra-

matically increase the ability to
save lives of cardiac arrest victims. 

FFD personnel, who continuous-
ly provide training on the AED, be-
lieve that getting the device into
the workplace will greatly lower
the risk of death in cardiac victims.

“We use a handbook put out by
the American Heart Association
(AHA) that in my opinion is the
easiest course available and it gives
hands on training” said Yurong.

Over a period of four hours, stu-
dents watch several videos, com-
plete textbook exercises and prac-
tice what they’ve learned through
hands-on training scenarios. 

The $15 per person training cost
is small, compared to the cost of the
AED, which is close to $3,000     dol-
lars.

“People get a little leery of pur-
chasing equipment such as this be-
cause of the price, not only for the

opportunity to convert
from VEAP to MGIB

Enrollment in the
Montgomery GI Bill (MGIB)
is now possible for almost
30,000 Sailors and recent re-
tirees who participated in the
Veterans Educational
Assistance Program (VEAP). 

The Veterans Benefits and
Health Care Improvement
Act of 2000 authorizes, for
certain VEAP participants,
conversion to MGIB.

Sailors on active duty who
participated in VEAP prior to
Oct. 9, 1996, and served con-
tinuously from that date
through April 1, can elect to
enroll in MGIB at a cost of
$2,700. A participant is de-
fined as a member for whom
a VEAP account exists,
whether or not there is any
money in the account.

Personnel on active duty
receive the cost of tuition and
fees, not to exceed $650 per
month, under the MGIB.
VEAP pays a total of $8,100,
or $300 per month for 27
months. MGIB benefits for

personnel who have complet-
ed their active duty are cur-
rently $23,400, or $650 per
month for 36 months of full-
time enrollment.

The Federal Education
Programs Branch (PERS-
604) at Navy Personnel
Command (NPC) in
Millington, Tenn., is mailing
enrollment packages to
members eligible for conver-
sion. Any Sailor who desires
to convert, and has an urgent
need to affect conversion pri-
or to receiving their package
from NPC, can contact
PERS-604 for assistance.
Sailors who are currently en-
rolled in classes may fall in-
to the “urgent need” catego-
ry.

Members who are eligible
to convert to MGIB have un-
til Oct. 31 to elect or decline
conversion. 

Documentation of a mem-
ber’s decision is required, us-
ing DD Form 2366. Sailors
who take no action will re-
